Mm. Henry Ward Beecher died Much 


8, the tenth anniversary of tbe death 
of her famous husband. 


Enok-e Beecher was bom in 1812 In 


Button, Moss. She was the daughter of 
Dr. BullanJ, a phjaician. 
Miss Bul- 


lard'e marriage to Htary Waad Beecher 
•vrae not lacking in the elements of ro- 
mance. 
Mr. Beecher, though not or- 


dained, had received a call to the pas- 
torate of a church at Lawrenceburg, 
Ind., and he wrote to Miss Billiard, to 
•whom he was affianced, suggettinp thnt 
their marringe take place immediate- 
ly after his ordination. After mailing 
this letter Mr. Beecher argued: "Why 
wait for the ordination? Why not hate 
her present as my wife to witness it?" 


With this idea uppermost in his mind, 


Mr. Beecher started post haste to Suf • 
ton, where he arrived on the evening of 
the day on which hia letter wae re- 
ceived. 
The yourif: preacher succeed- 


ed in v inning Miss Bullard's consent to 
an early marriage. 
All the prepara- 


tions had to be completed in four days 


Few of their friend* lived near 


enough to be present, and the cere- 
mony was a home affair. 
Miss Bui- 


lard's »Ut*rs had been married 
in 


fttormy weather, and she declared that 
the ceremony in w- hich she was EL con- 
tracting party must take place while 
the sun shone. 
The hour was set for 


three o'clock on August 3, 1S37 Just 
Ijefore that time a violent storm arose 
with thunder and lightning The par- 
eon was in waiting, the guests had as- 
sembled, and Mr Beecher was impa- 
tient. 
The bride was firm, however, 


and the ceremony was postponed one 
hour At four o'clock the sun appeared, 
and as the bride, leaning upon the arm 
of her husband-to-be, entered the par- 
lor, a brilliant roinl»w appeared on 
the horizon.

For some years 11 rs. Beecher has been 


in feeble heaJth. 
In November, 1896, 


during the Thanksgiving season she 
uietamed a bad fall, and about a month 
later she again fell and sustained in- 
juries, which, with Her advanced years, 
Brought about complications from 
which she was unable to rally. 


The death of her husband in March, 


1887, put a period in the life of Mrs. 
Beecher. Social duties and burdens, 
which were naturally relinquished at 
that time, were never again resumed, 
and the weujhts of adiancing 3 ears 
compelled her to give up a part of the 
various charitable undertakings which 
tad made her life not less busj than 
that of the pastor of Plymouth church, 
However, she never ceased to take Lbe 
keenest interest in -work of this kind. 


Mrs Reedier was singular!} fitted to 


be the wife of .1 n.aa occupying the 
nnique semi-public position of the gr-at 
Brooklyn pulpit orator. She was sym- 
pathetic, fcelpful, of a warm, trusting 
•ltd lovable disposition, and was en- 
dowed wifli superior mentality and 
keen literary instincts. Her wifely de- 
votion never faltered during the dark- 
est epoch in her husband's life. She 
never for an instant doubted his inno- 
cence, nnd throughout the long contro- 
versy she supported him with her un- 
failing love. Mr. Beecher afterwards 
•aid that It was the brave and loyal de- 
meanor of hl« wife which, more than 
anything else, strengthened him In that 
ordeal. She passed through this fire 
unaltered, losing none of her gentleness 
or serenity, which were her most strik- 
ing characteristics. The lace cap over 
the smooth, enowy hair, tb* cheerful 
eyes and good-humored mouth will lin- 
ger long in the memory of all those who 
had the good fortune ever to see her. 


From 1872 to 1884 Mrs. Beecher waa a 


ngnUr contributor to various period- 
icals, chiefly on domestic subjects. 
Many of these have been published in 
book form, making three volumes. She 
Uao wrote a book entitled "Letters 
from 
Florida." Her book, "Prom 


Dawn to Daylight," K> named by its 
pnbliiher, contains reminiscences of 
ber first years aa n minister's wife. It 
was written with no thought of publi- 
cation, to beguile the weary hours of a 
tedious sickness, and when she had 
been persuaded to place it in the hand* 
of a publisher it was nameless. Only 
a small edition was printed. The work 
WM well received, and friendly crit- 
icism were numerous. It was rumored 
In 1884 that Mr. Beecber had suppressed 
It, but the minor was unfounded.

ter connty, and nt Hartley, Mass. She 
met V" Tlrecher at her own lomc at the 
mgf ert 17. lie:- brother havingtavited his 
eta"Diate nt Amher^t collegeVto ipertd 
I rm ztion at West Sntton.

Accredited School!) of the University. 
The University of Illinois, recognizing 


the fact that a state university should fur- 
nish opportunities for higher education to 
as many as possible of the youth of the 
state has recently made a change In Itl 
system of accrediting schools whereby It 
is hoped to bring all the h'gh schools of 
the state into closer relation with the 
university. Heretofore only schools of a 
certain rank have been accredited.' Tbe 
new ruling provides that any sehool may 
oelve credit for any subjects included in 
the requirements for admission to the 
University, provided tbe work in those 
subjects be sufficiently well done. This 
permits tbe high schools not capable of 
doing all tbe required woik to be accred- 
ited for part of the entrance requirements 
and admits tbe graduates of such schools 
without examination on tbo work for 
which the schools are accredited, giving 
them tbe opportunity of making up the 
remaining requirements in the prcpartory 
school of tbe university.

The New Ticket. 


' It Is not neoensary to gay anything as to 
tbe permncel of tbe ticket named at Ab- 
bott s ball last night to be known as tbe 
citizens' ticket. It la tbe motives that 
unduly the creation wblob it Is tbe pur- 
pose of this article to discuBsJoriefly. Tbe 
ticket Is called a citizens' ticket because It 
could not be called a Republican or Dem- 
ocratic ticket aa behind it IB supposed to 
be marshalled the forces that have es 
chewed party politics for good city gov- 
ernment. It presents this annually, bow- 
ever. Tbe Republicans are In It because 
the Republican ticket does not meet their 
approbation and tbe Democrats are In it 
because they want anything to beat the 
Republican*. 
So instead of being Inde- 


pendent both elements start from a party 
point of view. Then again the ticket con 
lists of Democrats and Republicans judi- 
ciously divided with the view of satisfy- 
ing and easing tbe conscience of the Inde- 
pendent voter wboge prejudices, after all, 
•re considered intense enongb to need 
this kind of a narcotic to induce inde- 
pendent repose. But beyond this there 
•till lies tbe assmptlon that tbe solid vote 
of the Democratic party will vote the 
ticket u Independents because they stand 
DO ohance of winning In a square fight 
•gainst the Republicans. 
All these 


things taken together signify that an in 
dependent movement built upon so many 
dependentflegs Is not|well equipped for a 
graceful and speedy rt-ce.

erotic party under such circumstances 
when reduced t > its simplest parts pre 
•ents a move under false oolors^to flank 
tbe Republican party. Tbe city elections 
for years were conducted on the non-par- 
tisan plan.

Yet the oonvlotiat 
Jollet appear to have some secret means 
of communication among themselves, 
from cell to cell and shop to nbop, In spite 
of tbe utmost vigilance and watching by 
prison keepers. Tbe newspapers contain- 
ing the dispatch relating to the proposed 
action of tbe supreme court had not been 
on tbe streets of .Toilet an hour before It 
was noticed that some unusual excite- 
ment was going on among tbe prisoners 
behind the hlgb walls ot the penitentiary.

McClaugbry aa strictly as ever. 


Eight hundred and fifty-one convicts have 
been receievd at Joliet under tbe Indeter- 
minate law since July 1,3895; eighty-four 
have been paroled and there are now over 
600 convicts there whose fortnues will be 
affected should tbe supreme court hold 
that tbe law is unconstitutional. 


Many of tbe worst rriminals in the 


west are held here under this law—dee 
perate, habitual 
criminals, who have 


served terms in tbe prisons of nearly ev 
ery western state. This cla-~fl of men nie 
tbe ones most deeply concerned tind hope 
by aid of the supreme court to escape 
their just deserts. 


In case tbeste 600 prisoners should be 


released tbe penitenitary authorities would 
be compelled to pay each convict 110 in 
money, give each a (10 suit of clothes and 
(2 for traveling expenses—amounting in 
the aggregate to 115,000. A special ap 
proprlatlon would be necessary for that 
purpose. 


Warden McClangbry says If tbp present 


law cculd stand and be properly amended 
It would be far superior to the old law 
The law now permits habitual orlmlnali 
to receive tbe benefit of tbe parole system 
when they should be made to serve the 
maximum penalty for tbcir crimes. Be 
advocate! an amendment that woulu de- 
bar habitual criminals from the benefits 
of the parole law and in no case allow a 
prisoner to be paroled before he had serv- 
ed one-fourth of the maximum term dcs 
ignnted for the crime committed. 


It is to be hoped tbe supreme court may 


see Its way clear to avoid a decision with 
such unfortunate consequences.

PROTECTING 
SEABIRDS' EGGS. 


AuthorltlCN Stop Robbery of Guille- 


mot, on the Farrollonea. 


At the solicitation of the committee 


on bird protection of the American Or- 
nithologists' union, of which Prof. Lev- 
erett M. Looinis, of the California Acad- 
emy of Sciences is a member, the gov- 
ernment officials uave set the sea] of 
their displeasure on the imporFing of 
sea birds' eggs from the Farrallones. 
The lighthouse board at Washington, 
which has the affairs of the Farrallones 
in charge as a sort of United States 
government preserve, has issued a de- 
cree that the traffic in the eggs of the 
sea bards must cease. 


The mandate of the lighthouse board 


vdli brinsj to a. close a unique industry 
of this city. The eggs of themurre, or 
foolish guillemot, have been shipped to 
the markets of the city in great quan- 
tities ever since 1S4'J. at which date they 
were almost the only fresh eggs to be 
had, bringing over one dollar a dozen. 
The birds were present in the breeding 


tsons from May iintil August, on the 


islands in such countless thousands 
that, although persistently robbed, 
their numbers seemed to show no ap- 
preciable diminution. In recent years, 
however, naturalists have noticed the 
effect of the annual persecution of tha 


•v ast colonies and feared that they might 
become extinct. As a result of the in- 
%eistigation the prohibitive measure has 
been enacted. 


As high as 20,000 dozen of the egga 


were annually brought to market by 
the Greeks and Italian fishermen. They 
arc twice the size of an ordinary hen'a 
egg, for which they are said to be an 
excellent substitute, and they sold at 
retail from 15 to 25 cents per dozen. 
During the last four or five seasons 
the Greeks have been driven off, and the 
i-gg industry has been carried on by the 
lighthouse keepers on the Farrallones. 
—Chicago Post.
